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Special town 
meeting Dec. 2

Wilmington residents will be 
asked to vote on several articles at a 
special town meeting called for 
Monday, December 2. 

According to Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski, the meeting is 
necessary to approve additional 
funds for town insirance policies. 
Also on the warrant will be a 
funding increase requested by the 
Shawsheen Tech School Commit- 
tee, a new bylaw, three rezoning 
articles and a request for a variance 
to allow David Axelrod to take a 
police exam. The warrant will 
remain open until Friday, Oct. 18. 

Because of “dramatically” in- 
creased insurance costs, in some 
cases as much as 150 percent, the 
town is now faced with "a sudden 
shortfall,” Stapezynski told 
selectmen Monday night. Approxi- 
mately $300,000 had been approp- 
riated last April for workers’ 
compensation, auto, and other types 
of insurance, he added, but the 
town now finds itself facing an 
unforeseen $120,000 increase over 
that budgeted figure. 

"If we want to continue insuring 
the town,” explained Stapezynski,” 
this is the kind of problem we're 
facing.” He did add, however, that 


he is presently looking at figures 
from other insurance companies 
for the same kind of coverage, as he 
can't recommend a $120,000 in- 
crease witheut first seeking other 
alternatives, 

Stapezynski pointed out he was 
also informed by the Shawsheen 
Regional Technical School that it 
has approval to assess Wilmington 
$625,000. This reflects an 
additional $19,753 appropriation 
which must be approved through a 
town meeting vote. The other 
communities supporting the Tech 
have all agreed to higher assess- 
ments for the year, Stapezynski 
said. 

Selectmen seemed to agree with 
Jim Stewart's suggestion not to 
accept any new funding requests 
other than these two energency 
items at the December meeting. 
Instead, he said, budget items 
should traditionally be addressed at 
the annual town meeting. 

The Underground Storage Bylaw 
will be placed on the warrant once 
it is finalized by the Bylaw Study 
Committee in the next few weeks. 
And requests to rezone property 
have been filed for the Roberts 
Estate off Burlington Avenue, for 
Hopkins Street and for West Street.

Representativés from the Mass. 
Department of Public Works 
(DPW) were present last Thursday 
to inform the Wilmington Rede- 
velopment Authority (WRA) and 
imerested citizens of the design 
plans for the Rte. 129 project. The 
three to five million dollar project, 
in essence, calls for the widening of 
the Burlington Avenue bridge area 
and the construction of two 
connector roads off Main Street to 
lessen traffic around the present 
town center. 

The WRA has been accorded 
town meeting approval to oversee 
Wilmington Town Center revita- 
lization and help relocate the 
approximately 12 businesses slated 
for demolition during the year long 
construction period. 

According to Joe Libuda of 
Storch Engineering, the firm 
taking on the project, construction 
is scheduled for the late spring of 
1987. It should take one and a half 
construction seasons to finish, he 
explained, with touchups done in

the spring of 1988. 

While construction is underway, 
said Libuda, the Burlington Avenue 
bridge will be closed to traffic and 
a temporary one-way detour set up. 
This will run from Aldrich and 
Boutwell Streets to Chestnut, 
Butters Row and back to Main 
Suet. 

So far, the plans have been 
submitted to the state and federal 
governments for comment as both 
governments will be footing the 
bill. Libuda hopes to hear from 
them by the end of September 
Once done, this will pave the way 
for a public hearing on the plans in 
the late fall 

According to project engineer 
Andy Garrity, the town has the 
final say on the design, though he 
sees no real opposition to the 
project at this time 

WRA Chairman Jay Donovan 
pointed out that according to the 
plans, “It looks like what is now 
town center is pretty much wiped 
out.”

but added that this opens up an 
“excellent opportunity” for the 
town to pursue “something 
different.” He explained that they 
tried to minimize any relocations 
but now it’s up to the business 
owners, the town, and especially 
the WRA board to take a hard look 
at what they would like to do with 
the town center area once the 
waffic concerns are addressed. 

The project is primarily aimed at 
eliminating traffic problems, he 


said, adding that “without any 


relief, you're not going to have a 
center.” 

‘After the meeting, Donovan said 
his board hopes to meet soon with 
representatives from EOCD and 
DPW and then go before the board 
of selectmen. This is necessary, he 
explained, to arrive at a consensus 
of where to locate the new town 
center. Once this is agreed on, his 
board will apply for a Commercial 
Area Revitalization District 
(CARD) as a first step toward 
revitalizing Wilmington Center.

Boy, 7, 
dies when 
hit by car 


A seven-year-old boy died on 
Sunday afternoon when he was 
struck by a car near his home on 
Cunningham Street in Wilmington.

Zambernardi 
saves man's 
life with 
CPR 


A former Wilmington man 
teamed up with two other persons 
to save the life of a man involved in 
an accident in Randolph in June. 

Edward Zambernardi, a nurse at 
New England Deaconess Hospital in 
Boston, was driving home from 
work on North Main Street in 
Randolph, at 5:50 p.m. on June 20 
when a car ahead of him went off 
the road and hit a pole. The 
76-year-old driver had suffered 
some sort of seizure and slumped 
onto the seat of the car. 

In the next car was Randolph 
Auxiliary Police Officer Jim 
Lannon. Randolph Fire Lt, Richard 
Wells was in another nearby car, as 
was Zambernardi. All three were 
on the scene within seconds. 

They found the victim, Luke 
Kramer of Randolph, with no 
breathing and no pulse. His legs 
Were trapped urider the dashboard, 
and. he was pinned against the 
steering wheel. 

Lt. Wells and Zambernardi 
initiated cardio-pulmonary resus- 
citation (CPR) to the victim while 
he was still pinned in the car, and 
were able to revive him. Police and 
fire emergency personnel arrived 
‘on the scene and extricated Kramer 
from the wreck, He was trans- 
ported to the Milton Medical Cen- 
ter with a leg injury and internal 
injuries. 

Zambemardi received a letter of 
commendation from the Randolph 
Police Department, crediting him 
with saving Karamer's life.

Seek playground named for

By this time next year, 
Wilmington may have a new 
basketball court-playground area if 
a group of parents have anything to 
say about it. 

Spokeswoman Peggy Kane, 
reprsenting friends and neighbors 
of Jason Stevenson, the youth killed 
in a bicycle accident this summer, 
came before the Board of 
Selectmen Monday night to explain 
their plans for a recreation area in 
his memory. 

Plans call for refurbishing the 
present basketball court by adding 
playground equipment at the 
Walker School site off Church 
Street. The enclosed playground, 
explained Kane, would consist of 
several park benches, a swing set, 
jungle gym, merry-go-round and a 
sand area. 

So far, close to $300 has been 
realized through a can and bottle 


drive and an undetermined amount 
has been raised froma weekend 
bike-a-thon. Pledges are still 
coming in, said Kane, and all 
monies are slated for playground 
equipment 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski, 
who told the board that the Walker 
school will definitely be 
demolished before the end of the 
construction season, agreed to a 
more active use for that parcel of 
land. It was originally slated for 
limited passive recreation use. 
Selectmen agreed with him as they 
voted four to one to allow.a 
playground-recreation area dedi- 
cated to Stevenson to be located at 
the old school site:

Municipal Whole- 
sale Electric Co. (MMWEC), on its 
$600 million debt on the Seabrook 
nuclear project, A Boston Globe 
article on Tuesday said that 
MMWEC lacked the ability to pay 
the money due on the Seabrook 
notes, and also lacked the ability to 
raise the money. 

MMWEC is a consortium made 
up of several Massachusetts 
municipal light departments, 
formed 10 years ago to enable the 
municipals to buy power cheaply at 
wholesale rates. One of the 
members is the Reading Municipal 
Light Dept. (RMLD). 

Wilmington is served by the 
RMLD, but has recently been 
investigating possibly breaking 
away from the RMLD system. The 
town of Wilmington and the Wil- 
mington Chamber of Commerce 
have filed co-petitions before the 
Mass. Dept. of Public Utilities 
seeking investigation into the rates 


and practices of the RMLD. 

If the Seabrook plant is ever 
finished, the towns in MMWEC 
will then have to begin paying for 
the plant, resulting in rate increases 
of seven or eight percent. Certain 
towns in MMWEC, including 
Hudson, bought more heavily into 
Seabrook, and face rate increases in 
the teens. 

Should Wilmington be allowed to 
pull out of Reading Light, and if it 
can leave Reading's share of the 
Seabrook debt behind, it could 
result in a higher share of the debt 
being thrust on Reading customers. 

Wilmington customers currently 
consume about 60 percent of the 
power sold by RMLD. 

The town of Wilmington has 
hired the Cambridge consulting 
firm of Arthur D. Little, Inc. to 
invesigate the possible courses for 
Wilmington. A recent ADL report 
cited the possibility of cogeneration 
of electricity, possibly by gas.

Dear Larz: 

We are writing this letter in 
defense of our building inspector, 
William Granfield. It is his 
responsibility to enforce the many 
state building codes and each of the 
tremendous amount of local zoning 
bylaws that are mandated by the 
voters at our town meetings (by a 
two-thirds majority at that). He has 
an important but nearly 
overwhelming task. 

It is absolutely impossible to 
expect that he and one secretary can 
complete all the forms, reviews, 
reports, inspections and code work 
required during this period of 
phenomenal growth now in 
progress in Tewksbury, despite the 
help of plumbing and wiring 
inspectors, 

According to the 1974 Town 
Report when the new State Building 
Code went into effect Mr. 
Granfield reviewed plans for 60 
multi-family units and issued 
permits for six new Commercial 
constructions and 34 new single 
dwellings. Now, only 10 years 
later, according to the 1984 Town 
Report, permits were actually 
issued for 283 units in S52 
multi-family dwellings, for 13 new 
Commercial buildings and 118 new 
single dwellings. Many more 
permits were issued for additions to 
present single and commercial 
units. Many permits even require 
multiple inspections. Yet he has the 
same staff. 

Obviously his work load has 
increased tremendously. Last year 
his office collected $116,746.44 in 
fees, up considerably from $15,934 
10 years earlier. Wouldn't this 
increase warrant paying for at least 
one more full time assistant and 
some extra secretaries to help in 
this important job? 

And now the Appeals Board 
wants Mr. Granfield to attend their 
meetings on the score of variance 
requests that come in monthly? He 
has already turned down the 
builder's application for a permit 
that resulted in this request for a 
variance. Isn't that enough? 


Enclosed is a copy of one letter that 
he sent to the Selectmen upon the 
granting of a USE variance in the 
past. Despite his protests the 
Appeals Board went beyond its 
jurisdiction and issued the variance 
(and are now being taken to court 
because of it by the DAV abutters), 
so why should he waste his time 
when he is already overworked? 
They apparently don't really want 
his input. 

We ourselves have taken out 
building permits on two occasions 
and have found him to be very 
thorough, helpful, and at all times 
observant of our strict building 
codes and zoning bylaws. Why not 
ask for letters from people who 
believe that he is doing his job, 
instead of asking for complaint 
letters from people who would 
prefer that nobody was placing 
requirements on them? We'll bet 
you'd get more than six! How sad it 
would be if potential homeowners 
had no one to look out for their 
interests and safety. We'd all be at 
the mercy of a few money hungry 
developers. 

Mr. Granfield appears to be the 
only~ one concerned: about 
enforcing the laws. He should have 
the unqualified support, 
appreciation and gratitude for his 
efforts from each of our selectmen, 
Who else is there to protect us in 
our most important financial 
investment, our home? 

Mr. Granfield deserves two 
weeks of vacation with pay as a gift 
and not as a punishment! We may 
not always agree with him, but he's 


only doing his job.

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’ €ommissioners veto sewer tie-ins 


Jim DeCarolis of Tewksbury will 
not participate in the construction 
of a new sewer, on Cedar Street in 
Wilmington. DeCarolis learned the 
news on September 19 in a meeting 
with the Wilmington Water & 
Sewer Commissioners. 

Nor will the owners of 53 actes 
of industrial land, off Andover 
Street, at Upton Drive be able to 
connect to the sewer which has 
recently been constructed on 
Ballardvale Street, a quarter of a 
mile or so westerly of their 
Property. There happens to be a 
small right-of-way, connecting 
their property to Ballardvale 
Street. The owners were proposing 
ot use that right-of-way for a 
sewer, if they could construct one. 

That property, up to about a year 
ago was the site of the Wilmington 
Ice Arena, now closed down. 
Other industrial buildings have 
been constructed on the site as well. 

In turning down the two 


proposals on September 19 the 
sewer and water commissioners 
had a new phrase added to their 
vocabulary. Commissioner Arthur 
Smith termed the proposals 
“Chinese water clocks,” a phrase 
that was heard more than once in 
the subsequent discussions. 

The commissioners tumed down 
DeCarolis’ proposal because the 
plans for the proposed sewer are 
ready, and and they did not want to 
start all over again. They hope to 
put in the sewer before the bad 
weather of winter starts. 

He offered several times to add to 
the monies that would be spent, but 
the commissioners were not 
interested. DeCarolis said that, in 
their working together, the town 
and he could save money. Chair- 
man George Allan answered "No 
way!” 

The town meeting which author- 
ized the bonding for the sewer 
talked about betterments, Allan

said, but it did not talk about gifts. 
‘The proposal of DeCarolis raised 
many questions in terms of legality. 
"If you had been here six months 
ago, you would have been in a 
better position to make your 
proposal.” 

Commissioner Smith added that 
the commissioners had “been the 
whole route” - town meeting, 
bonding, counsel, and planning. 
"We never saw you!” 

Smith added that there is a master 
plan, for the sewerage of the 
Burlington Avenue area, and that 
the DeCarolis land should be a part 
of that plan.

"We want to see all sewers on a 
gravity system, without having 
pumping stations to maintain, and 
to go wrong. Our rules are very 
stringent. We cannot afford to 
clean sewers. It costs more money 
than it's worth.” 

Allan added that if any proposal 
was to be accepted to change the 
Cedar Street sewer “the red tape 
would tie us up until Christmas.” 
That would mean there would be no 
construction of a sewer to go to 
Dewing Way until sometime in 
1986. 

The proposal to tie into the 
Ballardvale Street sewer was, to 
Smith, another “Chinese water 
clock.” The proposal was in 
writing, and was answered the same 
way. 

The commissioners have, in their 
master plan, plans to put sewers in 
Andover Street after they have 
succeeded in crossing Route 93, 
probably at Concord Street. The 
Ballardvale Street sewer, while 
approved by the commissioners, is 
a private development, not paid for 
by town funds. The commissioners 
were not interested in private 
developments other than making 
certain that they conform to the 
approved plans. 

The $3 acres off Andover Street 
will have to use the Andover Street 
sewer, if and when it is constructed, 
seems to be the thinking of the 
water and sewer commissioners.

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Tewksbury planners vote 
garage site permit 


Tewksbury Planning Board 
members voted September 9 to 
issue a needed site plan special 
permit to allow development of a 
storage garage at the site of a repair 
facility off Shawsheen Street. 

‘The vote came after the board 
heard the concerns of a direct 
abutter to the project. That 
neighbor, Helma Grigas, was 
unable to attend an August 12 
public hearing for the project, but 
asked to make comments before the 
board cast their vote. 

The permit is being issued to 
Gary Patch, a local developer and 
landscaper. During the public 
hearing, other area residents had 
opposed Patch’s plans to construct a 
storage building near an existing 
condominium type garage located 


Caterpillar dealership near the 
railroad tracks on Shawsheen 
Street. 

Patch plans to build a second

However, residents questi 
whether Patch would be held to 
plans announced the August 12 site 
plan review public hearing. 
Planners assured them and Grigas 
that Patch would be required to 
clean up the area, build a fence and 
plant a treed buffer zone around his 
site before being: allowed to build

original facility 
after gaining a board of appeals 
special permit to operate a motor 
vehicle repair facility. He was later 
shot down by selectmen when he 
sought a license to also operate a 
truck trailer dealership on the lot. 
Neighbors complained heavy 
equipment stored on the site has 
turned the lot into a junk area and 
that Patch did not hold to his 
promise to provide a buffer zone 
between the establishment and the 
residential areas of nearby Old 
Stage Coach Road and Vale Street. 
The residents also say crews 
working for Patch cut down trees 
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on a Grigas' lot when the building 
was first constructed. They also 
complained that the lack of trees 
around the boundary of Patch's 
facility has allowed the noise from 
the operations on the site and the 
vibrations of the trains passing by 
to filter into their back yards. 

Patch admitted his crews 
mistakenly cut some trees that 
should not have been cut down 
when erecting the first building and 
that a law suit over the matter had 
been cleared up. He also said the 
new building would actually help 
alleviate some of the things the 
neighbors had complained about. 

Grigas said the trees Patch cut 
down allows noises from the site 
and from trains to reach her 
backyard. She and other residents 
complained that before the trees 
were cut they were never able to 
hear the trains. 

Grigas said that vibrations from 
the trains have shaken her house so 
hard that there have been cracks in 
her walls and dishes have fallen 
from shelves. She claims that the 
trees Patch's workers mistakenly 
cut down when the site was first 
developed used to absorb some of 
the train vibrations before hitting 
her house. 

Planning Board Chairman Robert 
Sullivan, however, said that he also 
lives adjacent to the same freight 
rail line and that the vibrations 
from the trains that rumble by at 
night have increased. He said the 
trains are louder now than they 
ever have been. 

Patch said he would like to 
replant the trees cut down last April 
in an effort to reduce the noise 
filtering onto neighboring lots. 

Grigas was adamant that Patch 
construct a buffer of new trees to 
replace the ones that were knocked 
down during construction of the 
first building. Patch agreed to 
construct that buffer zone and will 
also build a six foot high stockade 
‘on his property to screen a view of 
the property from Grigas’ lot. 

Patch plans to build a small cinder 
block storage facility that will be 
used as an accessory building to the 
primary structure on the site. He 
also plans to place a small addition 
onto the primary building. 

There is also drainage work 
planned for the site. The engineer 
for the project, David Jordan from 
Andover Consultants, said the 
existing parking lot would be 
re-graded and that a catch basin 
would be added in the middle of it. 

The catch basin would catch rain 
run off on the site and channel it to 
a ditch that runs alongside the 
eastern boundary of the site and 
eventually empties into a wetlands 
to the south of the site. The water 
eventually ends up in the 
‘Shawsheen River. 

Planners also told the residents 
the existing building was 
constructed before the site plan 
review bylaw went into effect and 
because of that the board had no 
real say on how the site was first 
developed.

Five-story building 
proposal cut to three 


Developers have reduced a 
proposed five story building to a 
three story building after learning 
the site would not yield the 
required amount of parking to 
support a five floors. 

The five story office building 
would have fallen into compliance 
with town zoning bylaws for height 
in a heavy industrial zone. That 
bylaw allows a 60 foot tall, or five 
story, building in industrial zones 
as long as the site will hold enough 
parking. 

Bylaws require one parking space 
for every 200 square feet of net 
floor area in the building. 
Developers said their proposed five 
story building would yield 42,190 
square feet of net floor area and 
would require some 211 spaces. 
However, their site can only yield 
some 128 spaces, or enough to 
build a three story building. The 
three story building will have 
25,313 square feet of net floor 
area, requiring some 127 spaces. 

Planners took the issue under 
advisement Monday and will decide 
whether to issue a required site plan 
review speciab permit. 

Both the Tewksbury and Andover 
conservation commissions have 
approved the project's wetland 
work. 

Engineers for the project, being 
proposed by the Shawsheen 
Nominee Trust, presented the plans 
to construct the building oma 2.3 
acre parcel at the cornet of 
Shawsheen and East street during a 
required site plan review hearing. 

One of the individuals involved in 
the Nominee Trust is the nephew of 
Planning Board Chairman Robert 
Sullivan. Sullivan, however, did 
not step down from the board 
during the hearing and will 
apparently cast his vote on the 
project when the board decides 
whether to issue the required site 
plan special permit for the project. 

Sullivan said he reviewed the 
state's conflict of interest law and 
decided that he could take part in 
the decision making process on the 
project because he had no direct 
financial involvement. 

The parcel of land for the project 
is partly in Andover and partly in 
Tewksbury. Engineers, however, 
said the entire building will be on 
the Tewksbury side of the site. 
Only parking spaces will be on the 
Andover side. Access to the site 
will also be from the Tewksbury 
side. 

The parcel is right on the comer 
of Shawsheen Street and East Street 
where Dascomb Road starts. A 12 
foot to 15 foot wide strip of land on 
the corner will be left undeveloped 
So the intersection of Shawsheen 
and East can be widened in. the 
future. 

That entire area is already feeling 
heavy development pressure. 
Digital Equipment is planning a 
new building for Dascomb Road in 
Andover and several other smaller 
office buildings are either already 
going up or are on the drawing 
board. 

Some traffic improvements have 
been made near the Interstate Route 
93 access ramps. Those 
improvements include a widening 
of the road. Future plans call for 
the widening of the Shawsheen 
Street intersection and the 
flattening of a hill further up on 
East Street. None of those 


improvements, with the exception 
of the developers setting aside some 
12 to feet 15 wide portion of their 
land for the intersection widening, 
are being made part of this project. 

The major issue addressed during 
the hearing was the parking 
situation. Because the Andover part 
of the project is for parking only, 
the developers went before the 
Andover Zoning Board of Appeals 
to gain a variance to allow them to 
use the Andover parcel for an 
accessory use without having a 
building, or primary use. They got 
that variance, but were turned 
down in their effort to get a 
variance to allow their parking lot 
to extend less than 50 feet from 
Dascomb Road. 

Andover requires that pavement 
be at least 50 feet from a roadway. 
The developers were seeking to 
have their parking lot pavement 
closer than 50 feet from the 
roadway, but Andover's appeal 
board denied that. 

Because of that denial, the 
developers lost the ability to build 
some parking spaces. Because of 
the lack of required parking, the 
engineers present at the hearing 
told planners the developers would 
build only the amount of floors that 
the parking would allow. 

Planners suggested the developers 
go before the board of appeals in 
Tewksbury to gain a variance for 
parking. The argument was that 
the developers are faced with a 
hardship because they lost a certain 
amount of parking spaces when 
they set aside the corner of their lot 
for the road widening. 

Addressing the drainage issue, 
engineers said the site drains from 
Shawsheen Street toward Andover, 
in a west to east direction, The 
engineers proposed that the current 
drainage flow be retained and that a 
retaining wall be built along the 
back of the parcel. That wall would 
intercept the easterly flowing water 
at the rear of the site and channel in 
a southerly direction where it 
would enter a retention pond and 
slowly be allowed to enter a 
southerly flowing brook in 
Andover that feeds into the 
Shawsheen River. 


Engineers also said there are no, 


solid plans to construct the building 
until sewerage is available to the 
area, Although the engineers and 
the planners were confident the are 
will be served by sewerage, the 
engineers have set aside of part of 
the site for a septic system. 

The town plans to extend a sewer 
to Leston Street, but not until the 
spring of 1987. When that line is 
built, the developers can hook their 
own sewer line into a line Digital 
Equipment will build up East Street 
to tie their planned project into the 
Tewksbury system. 

When Digital puts in that sewer, a 
hill along East Street as it 


approaches the intersection of * 


Shawsheen will be cut down. 

The engineers also indicated that 
a hill along Shawsheen Street as it 
approaches the site and East Street 
will be cut down during 
construction, That action will 
increase the visibility of the site 
from Shawsheen Street and 
increase visbility of the Shawsheen 
and East Street intersection for cars 
traveling Shawsheen Street.

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Wilmington to bill water 
customers in Lost Colony 


The Wilmington Water & Sewer 
Department is about to take over 
the billing of water bills for 
residents of the Lost Colony. The 
billing has been a sore point for 
some years. Those residents are 
supplied with water by the town of 
North Reading. The billing has 
been a sore point for some years. 
There is no way for that town to 
enforce payment if a householder 
falls behind in payments. One 
householder owes over $600. 

The water commissioners in 1977 
voted against such an idea, after 
having received a report from the 
water superintendent. Five homes 
were receiving water through little 
three-quarter inch pipes, some of 
which had not been buried deep 
enough to prevent freezing, the 
report said. Those pipes should be, 
(in Wilmington practice) at least six 
inches in diameter. The cost, not 
including some necessary blasting, 
was about $10,000. 

Water Superintendent Paul Dug- 
gan Thursday night told the com- 
missioners that the costs had prob- 
ably doubled in the past 10 years, 

The proposal came from Wil- 
mington's town manager. North 
Reading will bill Wilmington for 
the water used, and the Wilmington 
Water Department will bill the 
homeowners in turn. If some home 
owner does not pay, then the bill 
will be added to the tax bill, 

The issue of water billing was on 
a list of subjects which the North 
Reading town administrator 
recently brought before the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 
(WHA). The WHA is planning to 
build three or four homes in the 
Lost Colony, a move which is 


opposed by North Reading 
officials. North Reading apparently 
has no power to prevent the WHA 
from building those homes. But 
Jeff Nutting, acting town ad- 
ministrator, presented Wilmihgton 
with a "shopping list" of issues, 
which included the billing for 
water in the Lost Colony. 

Commissoner Arthur Smith 
voted yes - but the but was that 
Wilmington will not be responsible 
for maintaining or improving the 
present water mains. 

Commissioner Maurice (Dice) 
O'Neil voted no. 

Commissioner George Allan 
voted yes. 


Town to send 
estimated 
tax bills 


‘Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
informed the board of selectmen 
Monday night that town resdients 
will soon be receiving estimated tax 
bills instead of regular bills, 

He instructed the assessor to get 
the bills out as soon as possible. 
‘This action has been taken as the 
state doesn't anticipate recertifying 
the rest of the towns on its list 
including Wilmington for at least 
another 12 weeks. 

‘The estimated bills will be at the 
same rate as last year. When the 
new tax rate is certified, the bills 
will go out based on new valuation 
figures. The town conducted a re- 
valuation this year, updating 
figures established during a major 
revaluation three years ago. 


Housing authority has problems 


Several problems have cropped 
up for the Wilmington Housing 
Authority (WHA), most of them 
having to do with heating and 
maintenance at the housing for the 
elderly at Deming Way. 

Underground steam pipes run- 
ging between the buildings have 
been developing leaks. One pipe 
burst in July 1984, followed by an- 
other. A third pipe broke on a 
weekend about two weeks ago. In 
that instance, maintenance man Ed 
Melanson was unable to get a 
backhoe, so he dug the necessary 
hole by hand. 

The pipes were all replaced in 
1978 at a cost of $30,000, after the 
orjginal pipes were found to be 
corroded. Apparently when they 
were installed in 1957, the backfill 
was cinders, which contributed to 
the corrosion. 

The new pipes were designed to 
resist external corrosion. The leaks 
are developing at the threaded ends 
of the pipes, due to internal rust. 

Past executive director Ken Dor- 
rance spent $3100 on repairs, plus 
backhoe casts. The latest repair bill 
was $1265. 

These and other maintenance 
problems have resulted in Melan- 
son working more than the 30 
hours a week for which he is paid. 
‘That figure is set by the state Exec- 
utive Office of Communities and 
Development (EOCD). Most 
weeks, Melanson puts in at least 40 
hours, with no pay for the extra 10 
hours. 

The housing authority discussed 
the problem of employees’ pay in 
their meeting Monday night. 

"You're breaking labor laws by 
him working for free,” siad Dan 
Gillis. "If it were reported, you'd
